


A Gurdwara located in the Goindwal district 

in Amritsar. 

Was established by Sri Guru Amar Das Ji who 

purchased the land and personally helped in 
-the construction of the Gurdwara and the 

Baoli (well) with 84 steps leading down to it. 

Every step is thought to represent the 100,000 

life forms of a possible 8.4 million. 

Guru Amar Das Ji said that whoever recited 

the entire JapJi Sahib prayer on each of the 

84 steps with a pure heart before bathing in 

the Baoli would receive spiritual emancipation. 





Means Eternal Throne and is the highest 
political institution of the Sikhs. 

It is part of the Harmandir Sahib complex in 
Amritsar. 

Its foundation was laid by Sri Guru Hargobind Ji 
ona platform 12ft high in defiance of an order 
by mughal emperor Jahangir. 

It is a place from which the spiritual ENare| 
temporal concerns for Sikhs are addressed. 
The Sri Guru Granth Sahib is laid to rest here 
every night and awoken during Amrit Vela 


every morning. 





Near Connaught Place in New Delhi. 

Marks the site where the 8th Guru Sri Guru Har 
Krishan Ji stayed. 

The Guru Ji helped the suffering by giving aid 
and fresh water from a nearby well. 

The well has been replaced by a holy water 
Sarovar next to the Gurdwara and is considered 
Amrit by Sikhs. 

Originally this place was the bungalow (bangla) 
of Mirza Raja Jai Singh. 





Near the Parliament House in New Delhi. 
Marks the site where the headless body of 

Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur Ji was cremated. 

The head of Guru ji was taken to Anandpur 
Sahib and cremated there. 

Two brave Sikhs of the Guru, Bhai Lakhi Shah 
Banjara and his son Bhai Naghaiya rescued the 
headless body and on reaching their house 
they placed the Gurus body on a bed and set 
fire to their whole house. 





Gurdwara Panja Sahib 

A Gurdwara situated in Hasam Abdal near 
Rawalpindi in Pakistan. 

This Gurdwara contains the presence of a rock 
that has the imprint of the hand of Sri Guru 
Nanak Dev Ji. 

The rock was thrown in rage by Shah Wali 
Qandhari and was stopped by a: Ji leaving 
the imprint. 

Panja in Panjabi literally means (Ou tretchea 
Palm’. 





Located in Amritsar, Punjab. 

Harmandir Sahib means Temple of God. 

It is also known as Sri Darbar Sahib and Golden 
Temple. 

It has 4 entrances on each side signifying that 
all are welcome from all parts of the world 
regardless of caste, class, colour or creed. 

It is surrounded by a Sarovar (sacred pool of 
water) in which worshippers can immerse 
themselves. 

Sri Guru Arjan Dev Ji oversaw the laying of 
Sri Harmandir Sahibs' foundation. 





It is the principal shrine at Nanded. 

It marks the site where Sri Guru Gobind Singh 
Ji held his court and congregation. 

It was also the place where the Guru Ji took his 
last breath in this world. 

The Gurdwara is built at the place where Guru 
Ji was cremated. 

Knowing that his time in this world was coming 
to an end, the Guru Ji announced that the Guru 
Granth Sahib would be the next and final Guru. 





Nankana Sahib is a holy place where Guru 
Nanak Dev Ji was born on 15th April 1469. 


His father was called Kalu Mehta Ji and his 
mother was called Mata Tripta Ji. 

His older sister was called Bibi Nanaki Ji. 
Nankana Sahib is located in Pakistan about 

50 miles west of Lahore. 

Guru Nanak Dev Ji was schooled here and 
also met Bhai Mardana Ji here who 
accompanied Guru Nanak Dev Ji on his travels 
across Asia. 
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Takht Patna Sahib 

Is situated in Patna city which is the capital 

of Bihar state. 

This is one of the five Takhts or holy seats of 
authority. 

Sri Guru Gobind Singh Ji was born here in 1666 
to parents GuruTegh BahadurJi& Mata Gujri Ji. 
Sri Guru Gobind Singh Ji said that the reason 
of him coming to this world was ‘for this 
purpose | was born, let all virtuous people 
understand. | was born to advance 
righteousness, to emancipate the good and to 
destroy all evil doers root and branch." 








Takht Sri Damdama Sahib 


Situated in Talwandi Sabo district, Bathinda. 
Sri Guru Gobind Singh Ji stayed here almost 

a year in the early 1700s. 

It was here in 1705 that with the help of his 
scribe Bhai Mani Singh,the final version of the 
Sri Guru Granth Sahib was written. 

This is one of the five Takhts and Baba Deep 
Singh Ji was installed as the first Jathedar of 
this temporal seat. 





In Anandpur Sahib district, Ropar. uw 
This is the birth place of the Khalsa. 
It was here on 30th March 1699 that Sri " 
Gobind Singh Ji baptised the Panj Piari (five 
beloved ones) with Amrit. 

The Panj Piari were Bhai Daya Singh, Bhai 
Dharam Singh, Bhai Himmat Singh, Bhai 
Mokham Singh and Bhai Sahib Singh. 

The Panj Piari were given the 5 K's of Kesh, 
Kangha, Kara, Kacchera and Kirpan. 

The Kirpan used to prepare the Amrit by Guru 

Ji is still on display at this Gurdwara. 









Th) Chandni Growler near rthe main n Delhi railway 
station. 

Sri Guru Tegh Bahadur Ji was publicly beheaded 
here for the protection of the Hindu faith from 
the mughal emperor Aurangzeb. 

The first time in history that a member of one 
religion has been martyred for the protection 
of another religion. 

The tree under which the Guru was beheaded 
is preserved here. 

The well in which Guru ji bathed in is also 

still there. 
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
